Before a stunned crowd of on- 
lockers Bob Peterson, chairman of 
the Wilmington School Committee, 
read a brief statement announcing 
Supt. William Fay was leaving the 
school system December 31. The 
Statement was read at the beginning 
of last Wednesday's school board 
meeting. 

The board had been in nego- 
tiations with Fay to see if they 
could agree on a successor contract 
to Fay's current contract, which 
ends in December, Fay currently 
receives a base salary of $80,600 
plus fringe benefits which include 
$290 a month life insurance, $200 
‘a month expense allowance, and 
$100 a month car allowance, The 
benefits total $7,000. According to 
Committeeman Peggy Kane, the 
board was unanimous in. its 
decision to eliminate the fringe 
benefits but was split on extending 
Fay's contract to 18 months. 

"We were just trying to negotiate 
a fair contract in the best interest 
of the fown," said Kane, At an 
earlier committee meeting, Fay had 
offered to give up his seven 
percent raise due him in January. 

Gontract negotiations came to a 
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halt two weeks ago by mutual 
agreement, according to the 
statement read by Peterson. The 
issue was last discussed at an 
emergency executive session last 
Monday, two days before the board 
meeting. 

After Wednesday's meeting, Fay 
and board members were close- 
mouthed about the entire matter. 

"I have no comment at this time," 
Fay told the Town Crier. 

After first saying he had no 
comment, Brad Jackson noted "this 
is a totally unanimous decision of 
this .board." Others, like Dr. 
Shirley, Callan, agreed. However, 
Callan-told-this-paper-that-she-was 
"the last to know" about the 
impending decision not to renew 
the contract, Both she and Kane 
had given the superintendent 
failing marks on a_ recent 
evaluation of his performance. | 

"I think this has been evolving. 
We mutually agreed this would be 
in the best interest of the school 
system," said Linda McMenimen. 

"I, personally, feel it was in 
everybody's best interest. It really 
is nothing personal against him 
(Fay),” Peterson. maintained. The 


Chairman issues 
statement on firing 


The following -is the prepared 
statement read by Chairman Bob 
Peterson at last week's meeting of

"In November, 1991, the school 
committee voted not to roll over 
the superintendent's contract for an 
additional year. The school 
committee felt that it owed it to the 
citizens of Wilmington to review 
and, discuss the contract in its 
entirety with the superintendent, 
As a result of that vote, members 


of the school committee have been 
meeting with Superintendent Fay 
about a possible successor contract, 
Last week the parties decided that 
it was in their mutual best interest 
to end those’ negotiations. The 
superintendent will leave Wil- 
mington on December 31, 1992. 
The school committed wishes to 
take this opportunity to express its 
appreciation to Superintendent Fay 
for his valued service to the 
Wilmington Public Schools."

chairman also confirmed what two 
sources had-told this paper, that 
part of the decision stemmed from 
a recent, trip Fay made to Florida 
to seek another position. 

"I think Bill's done a good job. 
For example, he had a little.bit of 
foresight with the business 
partnership,” said John DeMarco 
adding, "It's been a hard time to-be 
superintendent." DeMarco also 
noted that the vote against a 
renewal wasn't a vote of no 
confidence as much as an admission 
thatthe system may need a "fresh 
outlook" and "fresh ideas." 

_ "L have no comment except I wish 
Bill—well— t-wouldf't-want_To 
jeopardize him getting another job 
at all," said Kane. 

Phil Fenton said he was not pre- 
pared to comment on the situation. 

The committee will begin the 
search for a new superintendent by 
immediately advertising in state 
newspapers. and having a 
representative frem the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School 


Committees meet with the board 
July 8 to help with the. process. 
Kane said last week it was her 
preference to have an open process 
which wquld include input from 
the public and the creation of a 
screening cqmmittee to review the 
candidates, She felt the new supe- 
rintendent should have curriculum 
experience and be "an experienced 
leader." 4 

The buyout of the superinten- 
dent's contract had been a major 
issue with the departure of 
Wilmington's last superintendent 
Bob Horan. When asked if there 
could be a_possible buyout this 
time;-Peterson™ said “I” think the 
general consensus would be no."He 
said, though Fay could leave the 
system earlier since he has a 120 
day notice requirement in his 
contract, he felt that would be 
unlikely, with $40,000 left in 
salary. 

Kane put her reply in stronger 
terms, 

"For myself, there will be no 
buyout, absolutely not,” she said. 


Fay surprised 
but not bitter 


Supt. of Schools Bill Fay said that 
he is not bitter about his dismissal 
by the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee, but that it did catch him by 
surprise. He said he was under the 
impression that the negotiations 
were leading toward a new 
contract. 

He said the November vote of the 
committee not to roll over his old 
contract had not led him to believe 
that no new contract would be 
voted, Had he known then that he 
was to be terminated, he would 
have been busy sending out 
resumes for the past six months.

Vari- 
ous local groups are serving dinner 
on the common every night. On 
Thursday night, the Knights of 
Columbus will serve roast beef. On 
Friday night, fireworks night, the 
Kiwanis Club will hold a chicken 
barbecue, rain or shine, 

Saturday night, there is no orga- 
nized dinner, but the Kiwanis Club 
will be selling hamburgers-and-hot 
dogs, and several other vendors 
will sell food as well. The sales are 
all by non-profit local groups.

Wilmington officials are planning 
to apply for a $20,000 Strategic 
Planning Grant to look at. the

Duncan told this paper the money 
would allow the town to hire a 
consultant to look, especially, at 
reuse of the two larger sites and 
ways the town can intervene to 
increase the properties’ marke- 
tability with possible rezoning or 
infrastructure support, 

"I think there has to be help from 
the town to set réasonable goals 
and objectives for redevelopment,” 
Duncan said. Caira added that, at 
present, the area in question is not 
being used to its best potential. 

Duncan said it was probable a 
task force including officials, pro- 
perty owners, and other interested 
residents would be formed to 
review redevelopment potential if 
the town succeeds in obtaining the _ 
funds. However, warned Duncan, 
competition is expected to be keen 
with 351 towns and communities 
eligible and only 22 applications to 
be funded by the state. 

The deadline for submitting the 
application is July 17. Duncan said, 
before the application is sent to 
EOCD, it has to be approved by 
the redevelopment authority, the 
planning board, and signed by the 
chairman of the board of 
selectmen. Duncan added she met 
Tuesday with representatives of the 
WRA to discuss the proposal, the 
scope of the grant, and how it 
would be administered. The issue is . 
expected to come up at the 
authority's next meeting July 15.

School system adopts 
mainstreaming model

A cooperative teaching modet 
that mainstrearhs special education 
students into the regular classroom 
was a success, according to some of 
the 40 regular and special educa- 
tion teachers who participated in 
the pilot pragram last year.

Wilmington daycare proposal 
to get second look

A day care proposal put forth by 
the Wilmington Business/School 
Partnership last year may again 
come up for consideration by the 
local school committee. 

In a six-to-one vote Wednesday, 
committeemen directed Supt 
William Fay to re-investigate the 
day care plan and give it to the 
space needs sub-committee for re- 
view. Dr. Shirley Callan was the 
lone holdout. She said her primary 
responsibility is to students in 
kindergarten through twelfth grade 
and she still had problems with 
liability and space. 

The issue was raised by. three 
members of the Partnership during 
an update on their program. 

"We care enough to give the 
effort. Please revisit the day’ care 
program we put forward last 
year,” urged Jeanne Bumstead. She 
said, aside from the day care 
program, "everything we've done 
so far has been successful (and) 
we're extremely proud of that 
record." 

The Partnership was formed 
three years ago to see if the many 
businesses in Wilmington would 
work hand in hand with the local 
school system to enhance the sys- 
tem and, at the same time, give 


something to the companics as 
well. Fay provided the impetus for 
the program, 

Brad Jackson made the motion to 
take another look at day care. He 
said such a program would be a 
way, to give something back to 
businesses which have given so 
much to the school system in the 
form of donations and. other 
support. John DeMarco. added, as 
long as the program wouldn't cost 
the schools money,’ it was worth 
examining. The day care’ compo- 
nent, as outlined, is intended to be 
self-sufficient and any deficit 
would reportedly be made up by 
participating businesses. 

Local businesses had asked the 
board to consider a day care 
program primarily to benefit their 
employees and their children. 
Nancy Bodénstein of the Part- 
nership maintained that recent data 
seems to show that students with an 
early childhood education are apt 
to stay in school and graduate. The 
board went along with the motion. 

During the discussion with 
Bumstead, Bodenstein, and Richard 
Palleschi, COmmitteemen were also 
encouraged to get involved with 
the Partnership. 

"We need to do this. together,” 
explained Bumstead.

Bodenstein told the-board, after 
three years, the Partnership is see- 
king to expand and reach beyond 
the business community to include 
the school commitiéeyteathers, 
parents,.afid students., Palleschi 
explained the Partnership this year 
restrfictured internally to become” 
more efficient and have more 


aceduntabiligy. Frank Sullivan of 
Screenprint Dow was chosen chair- 
man and sub-committees covering 
the different aspects of the 
Partnership were formed. In addi- 
tion, the Partnership contributed 
over $4,000 in mini grants to 
deserving teachers, $2,200 in 
scholarship aid’ to several seniors, 
and made numerous donations of 
equipment and other needed 
materials to the system. 

Bumstead assured the committee 
the business community was also 
trying to find some way to pay the 
salary of Partnership Coordinator 
Al Fesseneden next year. Because 
of budget -constraints, the com- 
mittee chose not to fund 
Fessenden’s position next year.

Republican candidates 


speak in Wilmington 


With the courts and the Legisla- 
ture still wrangling over how the 
Congressional districts. will ‘look, 
Wilmington Republicans hosted a 
candidates night last Tuesday. With 
Wilmington split between two 
districts, candidates were present 


- from the. Seventh and the Sixth 


Congressional districts, 

It was quite possible that, before 
the national election Wilmington 
will have but one candidate. The 
U.S. Supreme Court issued a 
decision on Friday which reduced 
the Bay State congessional dele- 
gation-to ten. This negates the plan 
which had split Wilmington, but 
leaves the state with no plan. 

The event was held on June 23 at 
the Royal Dynasty Restaugant and 
was hosted by the Wilmington 
Republican Town Committee, Ted 
Tripp, chairman, 

Frank Vallarelli of Stoneham and 
Peter Torkildsen of Danvers are 
each running for Congress. 

Vallarelli is. running in the 
Seventh, where the incumbent is 
Democrat Ed Markey. Torkildsen 
is running in the Sixth, currently 
represented by Nick Mavroules, 

Vallarelli spoke to say he is nota 
professional politician, He is in 
labor, a small businessman, not an 
attorney nor a wealthy person. 

Vallarelli wants a Congress with 
new faces and new ideas, He wants 
to see a balanced budget, and to see 
a president with the power of a 
Line Item Veto, That power, he 


. Said, is held by the governors of 43 


states, 

Congressman Markey he said, has 
virtually ignored the suburbs. He 
has not even had an office in the 
district for eight years. Ninety- 
eight percent of the money he has 
raised as a candidate has been from 
outside the district, 


"Question: Why has not Congress 
balanced the budget?" 

"Question: How do we get where 
we want to go?" 

Answer: Cut the Congressional 
Staff. There are hundreds of sub 
committees. Dismantle the Social 
Welfare State." 

“There is no easy answer to 
health care costs." 

Torkildsen spoke as a candidate 
who might be running in the 
eastern half 6f Wilmington. A past 
candidate for lieutenant governor, 
he has recently - served as 
commissioner of Labor and 
Industry. He resigned that post to 
run for Congress, 

Torkildsen grew up in Danvers, 
in a family of 10 persons. He is a 
graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts, 

Torkildsen told the audience that 
he lives in an area which-has four 
times as many Democrats as 
Republicans - in Danvers and in 
Peabody.

Briefly in Politics 

A Supreme Court ruling issued Friday reduced 
Massachusetts to 10 seats in Congress, which means a new. 
redistricting map could place Tewksbury in a new 
Merrimack Valley District, long the crusade of many 
Greater Lowell politicians, and may keep Wilmington 
whole in the Seyenth. 

Republicans on Beacon Hill. are promoting a new Valley 
district running as far south as Tewksbury, and possibly 
as far west as Gardner. The hub of the district would 
naturally be Lowell. 

"I've-spoken with the Governor and he is committed to 
the creation of a Merrimack Valley District and is going 
to stick to his guns on this issue,” said Rep. Rob 
Krekorian. But State Sen. Bob: Buell said fierce 
negotiating by Democtats may kill a Merrimack Valley 
plan and keep both .Wilmington and Tewksbury in the 
Seventh District. 

Ironically, after months of uncertainty as to the Bay 
State congressional map, lawmakers ptedicted this week 
that the final redistricting may be completed in record 
time, just days after the Supreme Court ruling was handed 
would have kept all of Tewksbury in Markey's district. 

The back room deal-making between Republican and 
Democratic leaders is classic politics which has candidates 
careers hanging.in the balance. Mike Conway, a Republican 
challenging incumbent Chester Atkins, said "it's like 
watching two peacocks in a pre-mating ritual dance .. . a 
pick here and a pick there."

to peas picked June 15 


Frank Hughes of 1 Royal St. 
North Wilmington reports that he 
picked his peas on June. 15. That 
date is well ahead of that on which 
Barbara Poloian picked hers. 

Thus the Town Crier Golden Pea 
Spoon Award will probably go to 
Mr. Hughes, unless someone is able 
to establish an earlier claim. 

Backyard gardeners pride them- 
selves on having fresh peas. on 
Bunker Hill Day (June 17). We 
have a very unusual spring this 


year, with yo-yo: temperatures. .- 


This puts all vegetables under 
stress, but especially peas. They 
love the cool days, and nights but 
temperatures over 80 degrees are 
intolerable. _ 

Because of this Hughes mulches 
the peas beginning in May, with a 
couple of inches of redwood or 
hemlock mulch, In June with the 
higher day temperatures, he in- 
creases the insulating mulch to five 
or six inches, Peas love cool roots, 


reminded that pea plants are very 
heat intolerant. 

Hughes practice mulching his 
vegetables and flowers with 
hemlock as soon as the ground 
warms up the first week in June. In 
between the plants, he uses grass 
clippings to keep the weeds down 
and to conserve water. 

Frank is a school teacher and 
teaches art at North Reading High 
School. When his students and 
fellow teachers ask him what he is 
going to do this summer, Frank 
says "I'm going to relax and enjoy 
myself by working in my garden 
with my flowers, vegetables; fruit 
trees and grape vines. I grow a lot 
of my flowers and vegetables from 
seed indoors, beginning in 
February. Some flowers have to be 
started eight to 12 weeks before 
transplanting into the garden. It 
takes me two days to cut the grass, 
I guess I could push myself to do it 
in one, but then I couldn't stop to 
smell the roses or watch my peas 
growing." _——

see evidence of a disease on a plant, 
and early July is the right time to 


begin applications, using a 
compressed air pump sprayer. 
What prompts this dissertation on 
diseases was a call from M. R. in 
Wilmington late last week. Mrs. R. 
has had the same problem with her 
hollyhocks and lilacs for several 
years, By the middle of July these 


“ornamentals begin to show a white 


to pearly gray mold-like substance 
on their leaves, The plants begin to 
lag and new growth appears 
dwarfed and misshapen. Without 
much question the problem here is 
powdery mildew, which 


overwinters in plant debris and can 
be wind borne from other yards in 
the neighborhood. Powdery mildew 
usually appears the third and fourth 
week in July so now is the time to 
apply a fungicide. The container 
provides complete instructions on 
how and when .to apply. The 
standard mix is one tablespoon of 
Daconyl to a gallon of water. 

If you already see signs of disease 
on any of your plants, make your 
first application of fungicide this 
weekend. Don't expect miracles; the 
problem probably will not 
disappear entirely. Weekly 
applications should halt further 
incursions and significantly slow the 
rate of plant deterioration. 

A: couple of reminders: for 
gardeners who got off to.a late start 
this year, it is not too late to plant 
anything (except pgas) from seed. 
Early July is the very best time to 
plant green and lima bean seeds, 
since the soil is thoroughly warm 
and the seeds will ut quickly. 

Water your.garden in the morning 
is possible. Evening watering 
during the heat of summer 
encourages the spread of diseases, 
since the plants do not dry out 
thoroughly until midmoming of the 
next day. Heat and moisture are the 
conditions which encourage plant 
diseases. 

Stay ahead of the weeds with the 
liberal use of mulches, or hand pull 
or hoe for a half hour every 
weekend. If you let the weeds get 
ahead of you, you'll be tempted to 
abandon your garden by mid- 
Augbst.

_ Rev. Chapman has new calling

The Rev. Mrs. Tansy Chapman 
has witnessed a lot of change since 
her arrival at St. Elizabeth's 
Chapel in Wilmington ten years 
ago. But last Sunday morning she 
said her last service before a 
congregation of over 100 people 
~—— & Vast increase from the eight 
initial members in attendance when 
Chapman first arrived at the 
chapel. 

In the midst of a "sorrowful yet 
joyful" decision to leave the dio- 
cese and become a licensed social 
worker and spiritual director in 
Arlington, Mrs, Chapman, who has 
also acted as the chapel’s vicar, 
leaves behind a legacy of love and 
guidance to the growing 
congregation, 

“Just as I felt drawn to the semi- 
nary, I feel a calling to do this,” 
she explained, 

Originally from Hampshire, Eng- 
land, she was religiously influ- 
enced by her grandfather, who was 
an Anglican priest. 

After she was trained to be a 
medical social worker at The 
Institute of London, Mrs. Chapman 
camé to the United States in 1964 
and worked at Mass General 
Hospital. 

Her decision to become a priest 
was not possible until 1976, when 
the Episcopal Church accepted 
women as priests, 

Being a female priest, initially 
was the hardest part about coming 
to St. Elizabeth's in 1982. 

"I felt a little awkward at first," 
she said. "Some people called me 
Father." 

Mrs. Chapman said the small con- 
gregation was quick to warm up to 
her, however, and slowly began to 
grow/in number,--What-wa’ sup- 
posed to be a part-time position, 
was turning out to be more than 
simply a job. ~ 

The chapel itself, a modest white 
building wit welcoming red 
doors, possesses a rich history, 
Established in 1929 as the Forest 
Street Second Congregational 
Church, has only recently been 
part of the Episcopal Church. In 
1980, the church was named a 
mission chapel of St. Mark's 
Episcopal Church in Burlington 
and later named a mission chapel 
of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Massachusetts. 

When Mrs. Chapman, who was 
formerly the Assistant Priest at St. 
Mark's, arrived at the new chapel, 
she hoped it would attract 
Episcopalians from surrounding 
towns, such as Tewksbury and 
Billerica, where there weren't any

As she prepares to leave, Mrs. 
Chapman vacuums the red rose 
petals which had fallen from the 
bouquets the congregation hac 
given her, as part of the celebra- 
tion they threw ‘for her on her last 
Sunday at St. Elizabeth's. 

"I'm trying not to view this as a 
sad occasion," she said, adding that 
she also didn't want to leave the 
place a mess for her’ former 
congrégation.

Episcopal Churches. 

The anticipated growth did come 
to the chapel, as people traveled 
from as far as Everett and Welsley 
to the church. 

As a result, there have been 
several additions added on to the 
building since Mrs. Chapman has 
been there, including a Sunday 
School section located at the base 
of the church, which currently has 
75 children enrolled. ‘ 

Chapman doesn't see this growth 
stemming merely from the 
convenience factor, however. 

She described the growing con-~ 
gregation as being able to “flourish 
in a time when attendance in most 
others of the same kind is dwin- 
dling, because of the empowerment 
of the.non-clergy the congregation 
believes in." ‘ 

She expressed that there was 
nothing wrong with the hierarchak 
system, but that the approach didn't ’ 
work for them, 

What did work was prayer, bible 
study, and outreach, 

"It was wonderful seeing people's 
lives change by ‘growing in their 
faith,” she said. "A ministry was 
brought out in eyeryone, be it 
music or outreach. This church 
has really become a church of the 
people." 

It's for that reason she ‘believes 
the chapel will continue to flourish 
after she has loft. 

rs. aa Frey, Chairperson of - 
deach at St. Elizabeth's agrees 
with Chapman, 
"Because she has taught us to be 
organized and to take care of 
ourselves as a congregation, we've 
become strong enough to go on," 
she said adding that it will also‘be 
“heart wrenching to lose her as 
vicar and Reverend. 


"We have to recognize that she's “ 


been called, as hard as it is to see 
her go," Frey said. 

The basement of St. Elizabeth's, 
where Mrs, Chapman's office is 
located,’ now lacking most of her 
belongings she brightened the area 
with, still shows signs of the close- 
knit parish, who have shared 
cookouts, fairs, weddings and fune- 
rals together. Children's drawings 
hang on the wall reminding the 
congregation to help the orphans in 
Honduras. They perhaps serve as a 
sign that the congregation's cause 
will continue on now that they have 
become the strong organization 
they are today. 

The Rev. Mrs. Chapman will 
continue her work in the priest- 
hood after she leaves St. 
Elizabeth's. Her work will enable 
her to remain in her current 
residence, in Reading with her 
husband and three children. She 
hopes to write a book one day on 
her exceptional experience as ‘a 
parish missionary in Wilmington, 
and~on her experience being 
involved in “creating a church."

Trombly Motor Coach submitted 
the successful bid to supply buses 
for the Wilmington School System 
next year. Trombly submitted the 
low bid of $184,622. The next 
lowest bid was $189,765, submitted 
by Woburn Cab Co: Inc. The other 
bids. were submitted by Tewksbury 


Transit Inc. and Ryder Student 
Transportation Services Inc, 
Members of the school commitice 
reviewed the bids at their meeting 
last. Wednesday and-agreed to go 


with the low bid. Business Manager 
Peter DeRoeve said Trombly's 
figure includes high school students 


and comes in below the $210,000 
budgeted by the committee, which 
excludes high school students. 
DeRoeve added, ‘though Trombly 
was being sold to Laidlaw, that 
company would honor the 
Wilmington bid 

Committeemen were pleasantly 
surprised with Trombly's figure, 
which would mean more students 
than originally planned would be 
bused to school. DeRoeve stopped 
short of promising: all students 
would be bused saying they 
couldn't do the same kind of runs 
with six buses as they did the year 
before with eight.

In case of an 
accident, illness or attempted 
breakin, help is there by pushing a 
button worn around your neck, on 
your wrist or clipped to your 
clothing within minutes help-will be 
on its way. 

The button, when pushed will 
activate a communicator connected 
to your telephone which 
automatically dials the Lifeline. 
Response Center. When the call is 
received, immediately voice contact 
with you will be attempted.If you do 
not-respond the police department 
or ambulance will be sent to the 
home. Most of the hospitals in our 
area have the Lifeline Response 
System hookups. There are over 
200,000 people in the United States 
and Canada using the Lifeline, If 
you live alone get the peace of mind 
you need that help will be there 
when you need it. 

Careful, though 

One thing to remember like many 
programs implemented for the 
elderly you will find unscrupulous 
individuals ready to make extra 
money on trustworthy elders by 
attempting, to sell them a Lifeline 
system by going door to door. This 
has happened in many states 
throughout the country, The. senior 
gives money {to the person 
impersonating a Lifeline sales 
person and never get the system, Do 
not buy a Lifeline system from any 
person arriving at your house. As I 
mentioned above most of the 
hospitals in our area-have the 
program. Check with your hospital 
if they do not carry it, they will 


refer you to a hospital that they: 
work with. 

Cost 

The cost for installation of the box 
should be a one time fee of around, 
$35. The monthly fee should bé 
about the same $35. For some even 
this amount is to much, but if it is 
too high for you -when your 
children ask you what you want for 
your birthday of Christmas, tell 
them the Lifeline. That is the best 
‘gift they can give you if you are 
fiving alone. 

It will also give them peace of 


mind that you are not alone with no 
way to get help. You will be glad 
you have it on when a sudden illness 
strikes and as we age that can ‘be at 
any time. A

‘The most spectacular way to catch 
bass, absolutely, is on the surface. 

Working a jig along a submerged 
rock field is very effective, and so is 
oozing a rubber worm along the lily 
pads. More effective, actually, if 
you count the total number of fish 
hauled into the boat. Jigs can be em- 
barassingly, effective at times: just 
cast, retrieve, unhook your fish and 
cast again, 

But "deep" fishing hasn't much of 
a thrill, Your jig may suddenly. stop, 
connoting a strike; or your rubber 
worm may start swimming away on 
its own. Fun, but its only half the 

# possible fun. 

For true, heaft-wrenching thrills 
‘ona bass pond, try working the top. 

Big bass and small, particularly on 
warm summer nights, come into the 
shallows to gorge themselves on all 
the crawly things fourid where water 
meets the shore; Tadpoles and frogs, 
, water bugs of all types, terrestrials 

# that fall into the pond from moths to 
mice -- nearly everything is edible. 
It's a smorgasbord. 

When the bass are rummaging in 
the shallows, almost every lure in 
the box will work, not matter what 
time of day or night. I'm not sure 
why, but the same rubber worm that 
tore 'em up in the afternoon will be 
just as effective at 2 a,m.-on a moon- 
less night in the shallows. (Just work 


Trust Our Experience. 
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on the assumption that bass can see 
in absolute darkness and you won't 
go wrong.) 

Once I pull the boat past the lily 
pads, into casting range of the little 
sheltered pockets of open water 
between the pads and the trees, my 
first choice is always a surface plug. 
No matter what else is in the tackle 
box’ -- and that's a lot of stuff! -- my 
first pick will be a topwater lure. It's 
a genetic problem, Can't help it. 

The two best surface lures in this 
part of the world are the Jitterbug, 
by Arbogast, and Heddon's Crazy 
Crawler, Runners-up would have to 
be Heddon's Tiny Torpedo, and the 
Zara Puppy, the smaller version of 
the oversize. Heddon Zata Spook. 

Sorry, but buzzbaits and twisty-leg 
plugs leave me cold. Rubber frogs 
are one in a hundred to work, but ... 

Jitterbug first, or Crazy Crawler. 
Try the Test later. 

One trick I've learned is to cast as 
close to shore as you dare. The ideal 
flip will land the 'Bug on the last leaf 
of the last bush hanging over the. 
water, Give ita tug and let it splash 
into the water, then anxiously wait. 
Count to 10, and wait for the ripples 
from-the splash-to-fade-away-before- 
anything else, 

By waiting, you give a fish time to 
come over and take a look. Unless 
you dropped your offering right.on 
his head, spooking him, the bass will 


bea few yards away and needs a few 
seconds to mosey over for a look. 
By casting close to shore, you've got 
the best chance of actually putting it 
where he's looking -- shoreward. 

Imagine a fat bug falling out of a 
tree and into the water. Yeah. 

Then begin your retrieve. Here's 
where the artistry begins. 

Today, bass want the stop-and-go 
retrieval. Tomorrow, it might be a 
steady burble-burble-burble or even 
a high-speed skittering retrieve to 
send them ipto a rage, Experiment, 
and try different colors, then stick 
with whatever works. Every good 
tackle box should have a solid black 
Jitterbug, a frog pattern, and maybe 
a redhead with white body. There is 
a weedless Jitterbug, withthe hooks 
pointed up, but I've found it takes a 
real monster to hook himself. 

One drawback to fishing a surface 
plug is the number of strikes will be 
much higher than the number of fish 
ending up ih the livewell.. Bass often 
miss, or hit short, or they just never 
get snagged on the hook. And part of 
the problem is your fault. 

When a strike occurs, its natural to 
haul back and set the hook. But what 
if he missed the mark?“Instead; give 
him a half second during the strike 
to hook himself. Wait to feel the tug 
before setting the hook. After all, if 
there is no tug, there was no contact 


-to begin with. Waiting is extremely 
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difficult during the strike, but do it. 

Of course, if nothing's paying the 
least attention to your plug, hang it 
up. Plugs only work sometimes, but 
when.they do ... ! 

And there is something else odd 
about a bass strike on the surface. 
You can't be sure how big th’: fish its 
until he pulls, The splash doesn't tell 
you much about his size, and small 
fish can make a pretty big splash, as 
I've learned, but a monster bass will 
often make no splash or a small one. 

Perhaps old mossyback is too good 
to be sloppy, or maybe he's just too 
old to play with his food, but a real 
monster bass will often pick a ‘Bug 
off the top with a tiny litle “sipping” 
noise. Your plug just slips below the 
surface, without a sound. It might be 
a sunfish. Or maybe not. Expect the 
big ones, at all times. 

But the ultimate, the best of the 
best, is when the water beneath your 
Jitterbug suddenly erupts in a three- 
foot swirl of white foam, one that no 
mere fish could ever make, Only an 
alligator could make a splash that 
big. Kaa-BLOOOSH! 

Then the drag on your reel starts 
to scream, Water spraying all over 
uh¢ place, and then he jumps, giving 
you a single second thar feels likea 
lifetime long. Ahhh! Only a surface 
plug can provoke that kind of fury. 

You've gottadove it!

Ed Note: Aaron Foster of Tewks- 
bury sent this letter home in 1906, 
to reassure his parents that all was 
well after the Great San Francisco 
Earthquake and Fire. 

Foster had shipped the inventory 
of his furniture shop by train to San 
Francisco, then lost his wares to the 
devastating fires after the ‘quake. 

Tewksbury Deputy Police Chief 
Walter Jamieson thought+his letter 
might make for interesting reading. 
It sure does. Thanks, Walter! 


Alameda April 26, 1906 

Dear Father & Mother 

You have no doubt been expecting 
to get a letter from me for a week, 
but I have been so busy during the 
day and so completely done up when 
I get home at night that I have not 
been able to get at it until now. Kate 
& the children have written and 
presume you have received their 
letters. I telegraphed to you ‘the 
morning of the disaster - 
Wednesday April 18, 1906. A day 
never to be forgotten. 

As all telegraph wires were down 
the Telegraph Co. sent the messages 
out on the overland Jrains unyjl a 
point was reached where the wires 
were still in working. order: but 


9974 there were-so- many messages to-be 


sent I am afraid you didn't receive it 
promptly. I put it in at 9:30 a.m . 
April 18 at Oakland Pier: at 5-15 
a.m. on that date the shock came: we 
were all in bed at the time. The 
noise accompanying the quake was 
frightful. The house rocked so 
badly that it was almost impossible 
to keep on my feet: it seemed as 
though the house must fall, but it 
didn't and finally settled back into. 
shape as though nothing shad 
happened; the succeeding shocks 
were of a much, milder force and 
only succeeded in completing the 
wreck caused by the main quake. 

During the heavy shake the noise 
caused by the earthquake combined 
with the racket of falling chimneys 
and cracking walls was enough to 
make one think that it was a general 
breaking up of the universe: 
Alameda stood it pretty well: 
wooden houses as a rule not being 
wrecked, but nine out of ten chim- 
neys were thrown down and walls 
were cracked in all directions, 

You ought to see the walls in this 
house, cracks run through the 
plastered walls in all directions and 
the chimney, while not thrown 
down, is cracked badly. The official 
inspector of chimneys has not been 
around yet, so we are unable to light 
a fire in the house and have to do 
our cooking on oil stoves and for 
heating water we have the old cook 
stove set up in the back yard, Brick 
and stone buildings received more 
damage and on Park St. several 
buildings were badly wrecked and 
some that were not thrown down 
are'so badly damaged that they will 
have to be taken down and rebuilt. 
Irving and I started for the city at 
the regular time but found no trains 
Tunning out of Alameda. 

The tracks having sunk in some 
places and in others thrown up three 
or four feet, it was 8:30 a.m. when 
word was passed along the line that 
a train would run over the Fruit- 
vale Ave. Bridge and connect with 
the Oakland Local for the mole. We 
went over on this and while we were 
waiting for the train at Fruitvale the 
ground began to shake again, but it 
didn't amount to much and finally 
the train was off and we started for 
the pier. 

When we arrived at the beginning 

- of the mole the train was stopped, 
and word was brought that San 
Francisco was badly wrecked and 
all along the waterfront was on fire, 
that martial law had been declared 
and the RR had been ordered to

by the quake & then burned, All the” 


“deliver no passengers to the city. 
We got off the train and made our 
way on foot to the end of the mole, 
but were not allowed to go on board 
of the Ferry Boat. The two boats 
that had previously taken on pass- 
engers and gone to the city were 
tumed back to the Oakland side 
without being allowed to land their 
passengers.  - 

We stood on the wharf at the end 
of the mole and-watched the fires in 
the city. We saw the flames devour 
block after block of buildings. 


The water mains were broken in a 
dozen places out near the reservoirs 
so that no water was to be had to use 
on the flames & San Francisco was 
at the mercy of the fire: We watched 
until about one or two o'clock & 
then went back to Alameda That 
night the sky was lurid from the 

ire: 1 went down to the Bay shore 
about cleven o'clock that night & 
looked at the burning city across the 
bay: Ata distance of about 8 or 10 
miles it was a grand & God sights 

Thursday morning Irving & I 
started early and finally got through 
arriving in the City at about 9-30 to 
10 a.m. The most appalling sight 
met our eyes: streets sunk in some 
places & thrown high up in others, 
huge cracks in the ground ran in all 
directions; not only in the filled in 
ground, but up through solid pack 
as well: Wrecked & burned 
buildings in every direction: streets 
full of iron wires, brick and all 
manner of debris: Market Street 
was still so hot from the fires still 
burning in the fallen buildings on 
each side of the strect, that it was 
impossible to go up town that way: 
so we switched off by the way of 
Mission St where it was cooler; that 
part having been burned the day 
before; up Mission Street we 
scrambled over piles of brick, still 
hot, that in places filled the whole 
street from side to side from four to 
10 feet deep: Here and there a wreck 
of a street car, with nothing but the 
iron work left: dead horses here and 
there where they had been killed by 
falling walls & singed ,&.burned 
afterwards. In one bunch I counted 
16 steers that were caught by falling 
walls & afterward the fire swept 
over them. We continued up 
Mission Street, 2nd Strect and then 
passed through into Market St., up 
past the Palace Hotel - the Crocker 
Building, the Chronicle Building, 
the Examiner Building, the Call 
Building, the Union Bank Building, 
all still standing, but badly cracked 
and warped, and gutted by the fire. 
Not a building had escaped; it was 

.an awful sight; we went up Market 
Street to Granite Ave. and then 
tumed north going up Grant Ave to 
Geary St; there up past our old store 
on Geary to Illinois Square. We had 
not penetrated a mile & a quarter 
into the burned district and came in 
sight of live fires that were forging 
west through the residence part of 
the city. 

The whole business section now 
being destroyed. On the south side 
of Illinois Square our new store lay 
in ruins, everything burned & 
wrecked - on the west side of the 
Square the new St. Francis Hotel, 
partly wrecked by the earthquake & 
then gutted by fire: We sat down in 
the square & watched the fire two 
blocks away, but giving out heat,of 
such intensity that we could 
approach ‘@ nearer. The square was 

t 


filled with trucks-baggage and 4 
crowd Of people who had been 
burned out. It was a pitiful sight. 
Food at this time was not to be had 
and water which was brought from 
the ferry sold for 15 cents a glass. 
We sat and watched the flames lick 
up’ the Olympic Club, the large 
hotels in that section and then make 
an assault on "Nob Hill." From here

we saw the Crocker House, the 
Colton House, the Hopkins House, 
the Stanford House, the Flood House 
and the Fairmount Hotel all go up in 
flames and smoke, then the fire 
moved west again. ‘ 

The roar of the fire, the crash of 
falling walls and the screams of men 
and women and children caught in 
the burning buildings or imprisoned 
under falling walls, made a chorus 
never to be forgotten: While above 
all could-be heard the boom, boom 
of exploding dynamite blocks ahead 
of the fire where buildings were 
being blown up to stay the progress 
of the fire: whole blocks were blow 
down by the explosive, but the fire * 
fiend laughed and sprang acro&s the 
space as though it was but a step. At 
Van Ness Avenue the fire was 
finally checked; only in two or three 
places did it cross this avenue, Until 
you go south of McAllister Street 
and there it went out as far as 
George St. 

After I left Union Square I went 
out on Geary St as far as I could? I 
went within three blocks of the fire, 
in fact so near that the heat fromthe 
buildings that had just been burned 
and the fire in front was impossible 
to bear & I had to beat a retreat; but 
what a sight I saw - a wall of fire 
two miles long, sweeping: through 
the wooden houses in the residence 
section, much in the same manner as 
you have seen fire sweep through 
tall dry grass. It was a sight never to 
be forgotten. A sight which I would 
not have missed; but such a sight as 
I hope never to see again. < 

I was now about two miles from 
the ferry & began to pick my way 
back to the boat and it was a long, 
hard, hot trip. At last I reached the 
boat and returned to Alameda, 
thoroughly done up. I have been 
over every day since and when I get 
home at night I am in condition to 
cat supper and go to bed. 

Relief is pouring in from all 
directions and there is no lack of 
food for those.burned out; on the 
morning of the 21st there were over 
300,000 people camped in the park, 
The fire burned over a section of 
between fifteen & sixteen square 
miles and occasioned a loss of about 
$2,000,000,000 on which there was 
an insurance of only about 
$225,000,000. What little money I 
had was invested in a machinery 
business in the heart of the burned 
district and it went up in smoke, a 
total loss. I am now out of a job and 
out of pocket at the same time. 

Our firm starts up again and.in 
two or three weeks I will be in the 
harness again: large salaries will not 
be paid again for a year or more 
until we get well under way, but the 
best grade of the employees will be 
retained and will receive salaries on 
which they can manage to live. So 
you can see we are not in such 
terrible straits after all; though we 
are not feeling particuldily rich 
either. 

However, we are all in perfect 
health and in good shape to take 
things as they come. Lots of men 
were rich on the 17th of April and 
were paupers on the [9th. The fire 
burned four days unchecked, and 
during that time changed the 
fortune of many a\man, We are a 
great deal better off than many 
others. The Coles were all down to 
Ben Lamond, except Fortie, so are 
all right. None of them are burned 
out though the fire came within one 
block of Forties' House. I saw his 
baker (Mrs. F.P. Coles mother) also 
Mrs. Smith (Grace's husband) and 
they told me about the rest of the 
folks: 

Oakland was damaged to the 
extent of a couple of Million by the 
shake but had no fire. Santa Rosa 
was wiped out. Completely wrecked 


good shaking up or rather shaking 
down, but San Francisco of course 
is the center of disaster. Think of it, 
a loss greater than the combined loss 
at the Chicago fire, the Boston fire 


and the Baltimore fire all rolled into_> 


one 

I am afraid I am stringing this 
letter out too long, and you will get 
tired of reading about the disaster. 
Of any disaster to Oakland. or that 
you may’ read in the paper - don't 
give a thought, both places are in 
good shape and are taking care of” 
over 150,000 refugees from San 
Francisco. The only damage on this 
side of the bay is confined to the 
shaking down of chimneys in 
general & some houses and stores 
and factories. 

Don't worry about us, we are all 
right. Somewhat shaken up it is 
true, but not injured in any way, and 
not scared a little bit, The Breuner 
Company lost the store on Geary 
Street, the store on Market Street, 
the delivery dept. and work shops 
‘on Stevenson St and a two story 
warehouse: 60 ft by 250 ft on 
Bluxome St.,, all full of goods and 
now nothing but ashes, The Sterling 
Furniture Co,-(the Coles) have their 
warehouse left and are now doing 
business there, 

I will stop writing now. I ‘could 
not describe it all if 1 should write 
for a week and the experiences I 
have had during the past week 
would fill a good sized book. I have 
been fireman, hospital steward, and 
pack horse. Before closing I must 
tell you.of a little experience Mr. 
Bruener and myself had on Market 
St. On the Sth day after the” fire 
orders were received by the lar 
troops te impress everyon€ who 
came along and clear the center of 
Market St. of the bricks that filled 
it. We were prepared for them and 
as we went up Market Street we 
passed thousands of men at work 
under the guns of the soldiers, We 
got up nearly to the Palace Hotel 
when a trooper stuck a big navy 
revolver in our faces and ordered us 
to get back and go to tossing bricks, 
It is the first time I ever had a gun 
pointed at me so close - not six 
inches from my nose - and I can 
assure you it was not pleasant. It 
looked as big as a cannon, We had 

each a letter from the governor of 
the state allowing us to go where & 
when we pleased & upon showing 
these we were allowed to proceed. 


Some were not so fortunate. A 
refusal meant a bullet through the 
head and no nonsense about it. Many 
aman in San Francisco now knows 
what strict martial law means. 
Hoodlums caught stealing were shot 
down without an instant's hesitation 
& the numbers ‘so killed will never 
be known. But for stealing, and 
some for baser crimes no less than a 
hundred men have been shot & 
killed. I get this information from 
inside sources. This kind of news is 
suppressed as far as possible, I have 
personally s¢en some of it, by 
falling walls and by fire it is now 
estimated the killed will be about 
1500 though the total will never be 
known, as many bodies will have 
been burned & leave no trace. The 
disaster to San Francisco cannot be 
overdrawn, Make it as bad as you 
can imagine and you will fall far 
short of the reality. 

Here I am continuing to write 
after having finished my letter a 
page or-two back. So I will stop 
short before I string out a page or 
two more. You. will receive a letter 
from Kate in a few days. 

Don't worry a little bit about us. 
Weare all o.k.

During the summer after her 
sophomore year at an Alabama 
high school, 15-year-old Jennifer 


was blinded in one eye by a bottle 
rocket, "I thought since I was 20 
fect away from where my friends 
were shooting oft bottle rockets, 
there wouldn't be any problem," 
Jennifer said. Before she knew it, 
one of the bottle rockets veered 
off course, striking her left eye. 
Cases like Jennifer's are not 
unusual. Every year, more than 
1,600 Americans are treated in 
emergency rooms for fireworks- 
related eye injuries, A stray bottle 
rocket is the culprit 83 percent of 


the time, according to a study by 
the United States Eye Injury 
Registry (USEIR). 


Nine out of 10 victims of bottle 
rocket injuries are by-standers, the 
study found; more than half are 
under the age of 16. Similar 
tragedies occur every 

*Dominic, 15-year-old 
Alabamian,, was "playing war" 
with some friends when he was 
struck by a bottle rocket. The 


tocket exploded, disfiguring his 
face and destroying his left eye. 
"A oottle rocket looks inno- 
cent, but it's really a miniature 
unguided missile with an explo- 


sive tip" said ophthalmologist V. 
Al Pakalnis, MD, president of the 
USEIR. 


Bottle rocket injuries are fre- 
quently serious, All of the enucle- 
ations (eye removals) in the 
USEIR study were the result of 
bottle rocket injuries. Another 
study estimated that, during a 
five-year period, 1,322 Americans 
lost sight in one eye due to bottle 
rocket injuries, 


Almost all fireworks eye 
injuries involve Class C devices 
(such as firecrackers, sparklers 
and bottle roc! which are legal 
in 30 states. "States banning fire- 


works have fewer. injuries,” Dr. 
Pakalnis said, "but some people 
are still injured. They buy ‘boot- 
leg' fireworks or buy them in a 
neighboring state where they are 
legal." 

Amateur use of fireworks can 
also be deadly. In 1985, 11 people 
died from fireworks injuries and 
15 others died in fireworks-related 
fires. Fireworks sparkéd approxi- 
mately 51,600 fires in 1985, caus- 
ing $36.4 million in property 
damage. 

The American Academy of 
Ophthalmology recommends 
attending public fireworks dis- 
plays, rather than shooting fire- 
works off at home.

25 feet of clear 
water ahead.

* Do remember to steer your body 
upwards as you dive. Keep your head 
up and your arms extended over your 
head. Steer up with your hands once 
you enter the water. 

* Do keep your dives simple

Karen and Michael Carr seem 
to have everything. He's.a 
successful developer, she's a con- 
tented teacher. They are gorgeous. 
Their hoi..e is gorgeous. Even 
their cat is gorgeous. But this is 
Hollywood, so something is 
bound to go wrong. 

Enter Officer Pete Davis, a Los 
Angeles policeman who falls into 
their lives afterthe Carr's home is 
burglarized and the perpetrator 
holds a knife to Karen's beautiful 
throat. The criminal quickly gets 
away, but the Carr's have a much 
tougher time shaking off Officer 
Pete. He's decided Karen 
(Madeleine Stowe) would really 
be much happier with him and 
that Michael (Kurt Russell)

Admittedly, it's an interesting 
set-up. There is very little 
fecourse one.can_take to get rid of 
a maniacal cop.

That he 
is charming, handsome, and smart 
enough to make that system work 
for him, and not you, makes the 
concept all the scarier. And Ray 
Liotta is truly menacing as the 
officer whose veneer of sanity 
barely masks thé ugly brew boil- 
ing in his psyche. 

However, there are a few rough 
patches on the road from idea to 
execution, and all of them have to 
do with the plot.[t is vagucly 
implied that Pete Davis wants the 
stuff, and the wife, that Michael 
has because Pete is an underpaid 
and overworked victim. of the 
growing class system in this coun- 
try. But we don't know anything 
about the cop's background, Not 
how he lives or what might have 
driven him over the edge. Had 
this class diSparity been made 
more obvious, it would have 
enhanced fhe film's dimensions 

‘intellectually, Because we never 
get to know much about Liotta's 
character, he becomes just another 
cinematic psycho, even if his per- 
formance is boffo. 

Then there is Stowe's role. At 
first her character is intrigued by 
this attentive, lonely man. Her 
husband, after all, is always tied 
up with his work, But by the time 
Officer Davis' inner demons have 
sprouted horns, she should have 
had a’clue, And when he finally 
comes after her, this intelligent 
woman can't get away, although 
every member of the audicnce can 
easily spot a couple of chances 
where she could have tried. 

And so Karen Carr becomes 
yet another of Hollywood's Stupid 
Women. You know her. She's the

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HUD grants Meegan conditional 
waiver on conflict of interest

A good part of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority's problems were 
resolved last week when member Al 
Meegan was granted a conditional 
waiver from the regional office of 
HUD (Housing and Urban De- 
velopment). The waiver excuses 
Meegan from the conflict of interest 
provision of the Consolidated 
Annual Contribution Contract 
between HUD and the housing 
authority. In addition, back checks 
owed Meegan for his Section Eight 
rental home were signed by WHA 
members Tom Siracusa and Dan 


Gillis last week and released to the 
landlord in order to stop eviction 
proceedings against Meegan's 
tenant 

In-the July 1 letter to Chairman 
Siracusa, HUD's Regional Adminis- 
trator John Mastropietro said, 
because Excutive Director Ella 
Belmore had refused to release the 
back checks and the board was 
unable to resolve the conflict 
situation, HUD had decided to grant 
the waiver conditional on the 
following ternfs: Meegan may not 
vote on any issue related to the 
Section Eight contract; each time a 


new member is elected, the bodrd 
will have to vote on transfering the 
administration of the rental home to 
another agency; and the waiver will 
remain in effect only until the 
current tenant vacates the unit or 
theyboard votes to climinate the 
conflict by transfering the adminis- 
tration of the unit to ‘another 
authority. 

In reviewing. the facts of .the 
ongoing deadJock“situation, the 
administrator pointed out that HUD 
had twice notified the authority that 
withholding the rental checks was 
not an “appropriate response" to the 


Planning board approves 
Inwood Office Park plan

It took several years and a 
lengthy negotiation process, but 
proponents of the Inwood Office 
Park in Woburn finally succeeded 
in gaining planning board approval 
for their proposed development. 

At their meeting Tuesday night, 
Wilmington planners unanimously 
approved the site plan showing 
access from West Street to the 
park. The approval came with 11 
conditions, most designed to 
protect the town from a heavy 
traffic burden. 

"It's been-a long, difficult process 
for everybody," said George 
Bachrach, attorney for the 
applicant TCW Land Fund I. He 
teferred to months of negotiations 
with the town to make the traffic 
impact palatable to Wilmington as 
"tough but reasonable discussions." 
© Though all four office buildings 
will be located in Woburn, plans 
call for traffic to enter and exit the 
park from West Street in Wil- 
mington. Local officials long 
feared the impact, not only on 
West Street, but on the Rt.129/ 
West Street intersection by I-93 as 
well. As a-result, the t is sup- 
porting an Industriplex Interchange 
it hopes will be built to funnel 
some of the traffic directly onto 
£93. 

At Tuesday's meeting, traffic 
consultant Bruce Campbell pre- 
sented the site plan designed by 
Hayes Engineering in Wakefield. 
Campbell told the board the plan

was "pretty straightforward" and 
shows the driveway ‘entrance 
splitting by the towers in the power 
easement and entering the office 
park. The plan also showed a 
proposed bridging of wetlands and 
concrete barriers on either side of 
the power lines. 

Planners reviewed all 11 condi- 
tions that were negotiated with the 
proponents. Included in the 
conditions was a promise by the 
app! t to make "a good faith 
effort" to expedite engineering and 
approvals for the Massachusetts 
Highway Department (MHD) 
project for the Rt.129/West Street 
intersection and to support such 
improvements as traffic signals at 
the intersection and a left hand tum 
lane at the site drive intersection 
with West Street for vehicles 
coming «from Reading. The 
conditions also réquire TCW to 
cooperate with MHD to secure 
eastern break-in access for the 
Industriplex Interchange and to 
build a connector road through the 
site to West Street, Condition 10 
states that the applicant concurs 
with Woburn's offer to contribute 
an annual payment not to exceed 10 
percent of the taxes paid on the 
property each year to Wilmington 
for municipal services. TCW also 
concurs that any agreements 
between both parties will be 
covenants running with the land

and would be binding on TCW's 
successors. 

The only neighbor in attendance 
at the meeting was John Forrest, 
who owns the gas station at the 
corner of West Street and Rt.129. 
He asked what would happen if the 
neighbors didn't approve the plan. 
Board Chairman Dick Longo 
replied neighbors may make their 
feelings known at a future public 
hearing to be held by the board of 
selectmen on the traffic improve- 
ments in that area. Longo added his 
board was primarily interested in 
the site plan review.

The whole 
issue was brought.to the attention of 
the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
two weeks ago when it was learned 
an investigation might be conducted 
of potential discriminatory practises 
in local housing if the issue wasn't 
resolved soon, 

On Monday, Sifacusa confirmed 
that Meegan is now cleared of his 
conflict of interest situation. The 
chairman said he went to the 
housing authority office on Thurs- 
day and was given a note from 
Belmore requesting that he sign the 
rental assistance payments for May 
and June. Siracusa said both he and 
Gillis signed the checks and they 
were mailed to Meegan, who was on 
vacation at the time, 


Arson ruled in fire 
in vacant building 


Fire swept through an abandoned 
building on West Street early 
Thursday morning, causing the 
building inspector to condemm the 
building and order its demolition. 

« Labeled as definitely arson by 
Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart, the 
fire was reported at 4:30 a.m. 
Firefighters responded and found 
the middle and rear of the building 
engulfed in flames: 

Firefighter Bob Vassallo went to 
the rear, and was able to knock 
down the flames. A team then went 
inside and. tackléd the burning 
interior, bringing the fire under 
control. Recal! was not_until 8 a.m. 

The former office building is 
owned by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, having been taken by 
eminent domain for improvements 
to West Street. The last tenant was 
the state Dept. of Youth Services. 

Stewart said the fire had two 
points of origin in the building, but 
that a fire in the front room had 
burned itself out. The damage came 
from a fire set in the rear. 

The fire left the building structu- 
rally unsound, with demolition 
ordered. 


Stewart said that the building had 
recently been used as a hangout by 
persons unknown, 

An abandoned fuel tank was also 
found dumped behind ‘the building. 
Stewart said it was a 2000 to 3000 
gallon underground tank. The tank 
is being investigated by the state 
Dept. of Environmental Protection 
‘as well as state and local police.
